 Pheli dally staple food consists, as in_the. 
case of male convicts, of a mixture of 60 per 
cent. of low. grade rice and 40a cent: of 
barley, ‘with 3 sens’ .worth of vegetables or 
other food per day.

TRAFFIC IN JAPANESE WOMEN. -

At the age of seven his mother died from it 
ness, aud Moo Fun still pursued hi. avocation: 
ofa mendicant.. What troubled him was that 
he was destitute of knowledge and had no 
education,’ When he saw ‘the country boys go 


to school, he followed them trying td learn |’ 


some things out‘of them; but the lads despised 
and ‘insulted him, ‘Moo became much on- 
aged th reat, aod took the resolution that he 
would teach the psople to leara. During the 
day he went out begging, and at bight he spun 
hemp or milled rice or wheat {or others. He 
saved all his earaings. from the latter oc: 
cupation, and during twenty -years or more 
his savings amounted (o ten thousand odd 
dollars. With thid money he established public 
schools and donated funds towards the maio- 
tenance of educational institutions. He died 
in 1898 at the early ‘age ofa little over forty 
.years, Before his death someone advised hin 
to procure a wife, but his melr was that a‘mar- 
ried man would have children whose support 
might bave swallowed up bis earnings. As 
for bimself-he preferred to remain single io 
order’ to accomplish his life-long end. ‘He 
therefore, retnained a bachelor alt his life. All 
the publig schools established by him were 
faced under the charge of inepociars engaged 
by him, while bo bimself abstalied from taking 
‘any part in the management of the schools, 
It was his pleasura to bear boys reading their 
Jessons. daily, When a teacher became Idi, 
he would go on‘his knees before h!m, so as to 
induce him to industry, He thus became 
much respected, For an uneducated man like 
Moo Fup, who had been’a mendicant for over. 
three decades and ‘who devoted all bis earn- 
Ings to the promotion of educational enteér- 
prises, none would, gainsay: that the good 
work he had performed: for the benefit of mea 
was in g sense of incalediable value.” j
